Aftcrwarte publſting abzoade that 
they would've me to batteft m what place ſoener I was, 
amgdvdthinkets hanexecoucredan occaficn of moze aduan- 
tage agtiinftwe;to rome-torncomnter me atthe ſiege which 
I nwvebefbze the' Citie of Preus ; but I 'was loth they 
ſhould txke the pains tocome fo farre.;but ſo ſame as J was

The night being come, 
w2 were all conftrayned to lodge our ſelucs, which wre dvd 
m the nereſt villages about mec: .: This daie hanuing very 
earlie in the mozmngmtademeanes to knowe their intent, 
and what thep woulddoe,, and percciued that they were all 
there pzcſent, but pet maze farther off then thep were pe- 

fterdaic,J tyenreſolucd to app2och ſore them, that ofne- 
ccfſific thep mult. needes topne,asm deede-it came. to paſſe, 
bctwene ten and eleuen of the clock inthe fozencone; where 
they came fozwardvcrie b2anely, vatill ſich time as thepz, 
armie was planted ina place ſomewhat connement, where 
befoze theyhad not aduaunced themſelnes, eſteemang it the 
beſt andreadieft waie to giue the aſſault ,, Zhe.Wattaple: 
was giuen, wherein God wouldchaue knowen thathis po-, 
wer is alwxtesreatie to helpe the right; fa2 in lefle then one 
houre after, hatring caſtfo2th their choller in two 'o2 th: 
charges which they havmade and abidden, all>their hazſe 
men,begantotake part with þ King,vtterlp fo:ſaking their 
infanteric;who were a great munver, which the Þwitzers 
percetuing, veelbed themſelucs pzeſently to wy mercie, rew- 
bering to me the Collonels,Captaines, Douldicrs: and Civ 
ſiques. The Launce-knightes and French men on they? 
ſ@e,hadnot leaſure to take this reſalution-, foz there was 
ſlaine andrent inpeeces mazethen twelue bundieth of the- 
one, and as manyafthe- other, the reſt were taken puſo- 
ners;, andenſo2cedto ftic into; ſuidzie woes and defarte 
places, thereto tune to the mercie of the Countric men. 
Df their hole-men there: were about nine hund2eth o2 one. 
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the riucr of Dury, who were a great mimber; the reit that 
were better ho2ſt efcaped-by flight, but if was with *greate 
diſo2der,hauing loff,both bagge and baggage. Py ſclfneuer 
fozfock to foilew them inchaſe, til they came nerre Mantz, 
There white Cozmette'J' worme, and it- remaineth with 
mee, andhe which boze if ts mv p2ileter, twelve oz fftirne 
other Co:nettes of thetr' hozfe men were taken,” Zwile 
as many of their Jnfanterie, al their Artillerie,many Lo2ds 

tiſeners, and a greate number flaine, cſpecialye ſuch as 
were Commandcrs,of whom as vet A hanue no knowledge, 
but of this J am certain that amengſt the ref{the connty 
E2monm who was Cenerall ofall the ſoide fozces, which 
came thither ſrom Flaunters was ſlaine, @he pziſczers 
allſay that their armp was foure thouſand hozſe men, and 
twelne 02 thirteene thouſandfotemen,, whereof J am afſu- 
red the fourth parte is not lefte liuing, As fo2 mp parte-tt- 
was but two thouſande ho2ſe men and eight thouſandfote 
men, but of thele-hozſeinen there came vnto'mee ſince that 
J wes nbattaile the tueſday and weddeſdap ſire hundzeth 
hoſe, Likewile the lafs troupe of thenobility of Picardy, 
conducted vnder heLo2wdof Hutnicrs,being 300.came vuto 
me but halfe an howze befo2e the combat began. Jt is a mi- 
raculous wozke of God who firlf gaue me this reſolution to 
aſſault them, and then by his grace ſo happely to accompliſh 
the victo2p : to whom be all glozy and p2aiſe, Amdthat 
p2aile which wnder Godis dew vntomee, J gue vito my 
Painces, Dfficers of theCrowne, Lo2ds aud Captaines, 
and to all the Nobility which J foumd following the matter 
with ſuchheate, and imploying themſclues ſo courageouſly, 
as their pzedeceſſours neuer left moze fair enſample to their 
generoſity, then them ſelues tn this had Tone, to their follo- 
wing poſteritie, « though J ca not but be greatly contented 
t latiſfide herewith, yet herein J account them like my ſelf, 
andthe rather when they did bcholte that J would cmploy 
them inno other place then wher my ſclfe made way befoze 
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them: J haue euermoze followed the ſucceſſe of the victo2y 
with my kinimen the Pzinces of Conde,the duke of Mon- 
penſicr, the Countie of Saint Paule, the Marſhall,the 
Grand Priour of France, Aumont Trimouille, the lo2ds 
of Giskey andof Greury, and many other Signiours and 
Captaines, my coſſen the Parlſhell: of Biron remained in 
the body of the army to waderſfand newes of mee, which fel 
outand, as J euer hope wil, p2oſperoully, 

Pou vnderſtand by this b2tefe diſpatche how well I fol- 
low theſe gaod beginnings, eſpecially the ample particulari- 
ties of this victozy, wheveof was the moze defirous in the 
mcane while to aduertiſe pou, as toth to holde-pou from the 
pleaſure which J know pou will conceaue thereof, I p2zay 
you imparte theſe newes to all other my god friends there 
about pou, but aboue all to render thankes to God, whom 
Ipzay pete mygodLazdo Veronne inſafety.

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Pon the complaint made by the Kings 
Atturney generall , as alſo by the de- 
crees oſhis ſaid Baieſty, that the Ace 
| ofthe Conrt which was befoze o2dai- 
ned and eniopned to the 15liftes, their 
S | deputics and other Dfficers, fo2 the d1- 
>) liget p2oceeding in taking of the gods, 
moueables and immmoueables apertap- 
ning to the Leagucrs and Rebels their complices and adhe- 
rentes, hath ſince beene neglected, whereby they ought to 
hane p2oceeded in the ſale of the ſame moneable Rents 4 im- 
moueablcs,x to hane all the money gathered fo2 the gods 
to the Kings vſe. Pet fozaſmmch as the ſaide 1Gailiffes 
with their deputies, hath ſo ncgligently p2oceeded in this 
matter vatil this pzeſent day,that there hath but little there- 
of come to the hands of the kings receauers, the Kings At- 
turney generall hath therefoze publiſhed the ſame in the ſaid 
court of Parliament, and made requeſt that it would pleaſe 
the Lo2des and States aſſembled to qramnt redzeſſe therof, 
Urhereuppou the aide Courte graumting right to the 
ſaide requeſt, hath ozdaincd, commaunded, and ſtraightly 
eniopned all the Bailiffes in their liberties,and their licfete- 
nants in thar p2ecincs, ſpeedily ſetting al other affaires a- 
ſide, to p2oceede in the taking of the ſaide gods, moueables 
and immoueables, debts and duties, with the names and a- 
(tins of the Leaguers and Rebels, their complices and adhe- 
rents, as well eccleſiaſticall as ctuill, noble and ignoble, of 
what qualitie o2 condition ſocucr, And to take all their ſaide 
gods and maueables, rents,and inmoneables,and fo make 
(ale thereof to the vttermoſt penny, and all the money ſo ta- 
ken to bee paid vnto the ings receauers in euery ſeucrall 
p2ouince:and the ſame to be cffectualy done without fauour, 
fraud 02 deceite, vppon paine that the ſaide Bailiffes and 
their deputies fo2 want of the dew cxecution of the ſaid Act, 
be ſcuerally condempned i the valew and eſtimation of all 
15 2 the 
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the moneable remoneables and {nmoueables ſo appertat- 
ning to the ſatde Leagners, Andto bee further charged in 
ſending Commiſſioners at their ouwne p2oper coſte to be ap- 
pointed fo2 the dew erecntion thereof, acco2ding to the true 
meaning of the ſaide Act. And to the end that the ſame 
map be done effectually,the ſaide Court of Parliament hath 
o2dained and eniopned all the ſaide Bailiffes and their depu- 
ties, euerp moneth to ſende into the ſcucrall Courts of the 
ſaide p:ecincs, a true notife in waiting of all the goods that 
they haue taken and ſolde as'well moneables, as rentes and 
immoueables,andtherwith all ſuch ſomes ofmonep as thep 
hane receauedfoz the ſame, to bee paide from thme to time 
to the Kings vſe, tppon paine of the Kings diſpleaſure and 
fach further puniſhment as by his Bateſty ſhall bee thought 
mete, And to the end that no man ſhall bee i(gnozaimt of 
this pzeſent Atte, the ſaide Courte hath ozdained that the 
fame ſhall bee Jmpzinted and publiſhed abzoade, and ſent to 
all the ſaide Bailiffes in their ſeuerall pzecinatcs: and there 
publiſhed andregiftred : and the deedes of the ſaide —_ 
tion to be recozdedand ſette vp ur their ſeuerall 
they map hane daily recourſe therermto when Rt 
ſerue, Given at the Parliament holden at Cacn tn No2- 
mandp, the fourteenth day of Parch. 1 590.
